A huge iron chest—so heavy that it 
required three men to lift it—was 
taken from the bottom of Lake Michi- 
gan off 16th street yesterday after it 
had been found by a diver employed to 
search for robbers’ loot. 

With its discovery and removal came 
the circulation of rumors and reports 


who had watched the operations of the 
diver and the removal of the chest. 
One of these reports was that the chest 
contained $100,000 in coin, the pro- 
ceeds of a bank robbery of twenty-two 
years ago. . 

- Old Mail Robbery Recalled. | 

Another was that the recovered loot 
was that taken from the temporary 
postdffice on the lake front almost 
equally long ago. The third, and the 
only one in any way substantiated, 
was that the diver had in fact bee 
looking for bank robbers’ loot, but had 
not been able to find it. 

Officials of the Great Lakes Dredge 
and Dock company admitted they had 
furnished the diver at the request of an 
afternoon newspaper which declared it 
had located missing robbers’ loot 
through a dying man’s ‘confession. | 
They said, however, that the chest 
which had been taken from the lake 
did not contain coin. 

Mrs. Rose Stafford, a ticket agent for 
the Illinois Central railroad, living 
above the i6th street I. C. suburban 
station, with the lake for a back yard, 
said she had seen the diver. come in 
from the lake preceded by three men 
who carried @ heavy iron chest. 

Story Told Watchman. 

James Findlay, 6347 Greenwood ave- 
nue, a watehmanh for the I. C., pro- 
vided the following: 

“There were newspaper reporters 
with’ the diver, but they were very 
mysterious. This is what I was told: 

„„ man. who. just diec in Call- 
fornia confessed that he took part in 
a robbery of the Chicage postoffice 
twenty-two years ago. . He said that 
in making their escape in a rowboat 
it capsized and the loot of $100,000 in 
an iron chest went to the bottom of 
the lake. One of the robbers was 
drowned. The two who got ‘te shore 
never dared try to get back their loot.’ 

“They were satisfied to avoid arrest 
until this one was about to die.

The diver 
said he didn't find it.“

No prisoner 
could be given more severe treatment 
than the athlete whose prowess is 
known throughout the Big Ten, for he 
was denied communication with his 
father, his lawyer, and his fiancé. The 
iron bars surrounding him were those 
of a “solitary,” a cell where ordinarily 
only dangerous criminals are placed. 

Get Writ Today.

Champaign, III., May 17.—[Special.] 
— Absurd and foolish,” is the char- 
acterization by President David Kin- 
ley of the University of Illinois of the 
statements by Mrs. Edmund T. Allen, 
daughter of the first regent of the 
state university. 

Mrs. Allen, President Kinley said, 
suffers from a “ diseased imagination,” 
and suggested that she make specific 
charges to the board of trustees.

“Tf Mrs. Allen or her husband have 
any specific charges to make against 
any officer of the university, they can 
be sent to the board of trustees, and 
the officers of the university will meet 
them. I myself will be glad to trans- 
mit any formal charges. 

“A truer view of Dean Clark and 
his work may be had from a report on 
the University of Illinois just pub 
lished by Charles Foster Kent of Yale 
university, based on a recent survey.

The question of self-control as an 
aid to happiness, which runs like a 
thread through the report of Dr. 
Bement Davis of the bureau of social 
hygiene, is one which cannot de 
stressed too much. 

In the answers from the one thous- 
and women who have laid bare their 
domestic infelicities as well as felici- 
ties to the research bureau of the 
Rockefeller foundation, it is shown 
that often giris are the undoers of 
their own happiness through sheer 
thoughtlessness. 

How? By not recognizing limita- 
tions to fondling and spooning and 
petting. These things may be all 
right and even beautiful when they 
do not roam beyond the boundary of 
emotional control. But many a girl, 
in all innocence, is responsible for the 
lack of self-control on the part of the 


man she is with. Constant petting and 


nestling up to him, fondling him, 
which may be done in utter innocence, 
are nevertheless things which are apt 
to arouse and provoke unpleasant con- 
sequences. 


~~ 

Nor is the girl alone to blame for 
this. More often than not she has 
been given little or no instruction 
whatever on the subject by her moth- 
er. The trouble is that too much is 
left to the school and to chance. 

The mother with an unwarranted, 
and peculiarly blind faith and belief 
in the daughter’s own cleverness with- 
holds the word of advice. It does not 
occur o her that while her daughter 


may be clever in some things she is 


not clever enough in other things. On
